SAD CONDITIO^' OF ALASKA. 



Tlu) San Frai^cisco C/n-oniclr say.s: — 
\Vm. GoL-vi;iiNEUR jNIohius, Special 
Comiuissionei- appointed by the Gov- 
ornment to cxaniino into and report 
upon Uio condition of Alaska, has noth- 
ing'good to say about the comiuuuity 
- - from which ho has just returned. It 
is ill theory a part of the United States 
Territory and supposed to bo under 
United >Statcs liwv. But, in fact, tlio 
Government has no ropreseutativo 
ji there with . authority to enforce any 
law, and, what is wo^e, no law, if it 
had the representative. There is no 
legal protection for life or property. 
Force is the sole arbiter. The Alaska 
Fur Company rule on the Seal islands 
and in their own offices; but clsowhoro 
the Indians appear to be masters.. The 
resident Hussians, wlio have a legal 
claim upon tlio United States for pro- 
tection uml^r the i)-eiity, are left as un- 
protected ii.s Stanlicv or Dr. Livino- 
tiTON'E were among the savage tribes of 
Central Africa, ever sinco the with- 
drawal of the -ti'oops we once had 
quartered at Sitka. It a])pear.s, more- 
over, that the troops while tliey re- 
mained did littlo else than corrupt the 
Indians, educate them to inauufacture 
!i villainous rum com])aun(l which 
crazes them, and otherwise make them 
far worse than they wore as savages. 
Tliis is disgi'aceful to the American 
Congre.ss and Government, and it calls 
for immediate reform. If our condi- 
tion at home were sucli that we could 
not tfdco j)osse.ssion of tliese islands and 
govern tiiem, there might bo some ex- 
cuse for the neglect, but that is not 
the case. Mr. Monfiia' account of the 
material I'csources of the country is 
most encouraging, not to say rose-col- 
ored. If it is but a tenth as promis- 
ing as he thinks it is, tlio Governnient 
NYOuld be justified in an energetic ollbrt 
' to colonize and develop it. albeit Gov- 
ernment aid in this direction has 
never been a jiart of the American 
jiolicy or system. All nations 
have found it both wise and 
necessary to adapt their policies to 
the changing condition in tlieir aflairs. 
It may have Ijocn a blunder to purchase 
these possessions from Russia; but 
since we have them, national pride, if 
not interest, dictates that wo should 
liold tliein, and holding, improve and 
make the most thcT.t can Le madoof them. 
If, as j\[r, jMoiiitis .says and believes, they 
arc rich in mines of gold, silver, and 
copper, ea.sy of access, the Government 
will fall sliort of its duty if it does not 
promptly send out a surveying expedi- 
tion to locate them and encourage their 
development. If it has salmon and 
cod fisheries so extensive as he report.s, 
it is in tiie line of good policy to en- 
courage American hshcrnian by liberal 
bounties to work them. Certainly if 
there were as accessible to the fi.sher- 
men of New England as to us, this 
would be done. Wo have often be- 
fore heard of these mines and fisheries, 
and Ijclieve Mr. jMorris does not ex- 
.aggerate their value; but without 
some sort of Govei-nment assistance 
and hounty they may remain unpro 
duotive for years.

A SCHEME TO DIVERT TRA DE. 



A gigantic scherao for the building 
by the United States Government of 
an uniform system of levees from the 
mouth of tlie Ohio to the Gulf of I\r«.x- 
ico is advocated by the people of the 
Southern and Western States- It is 
claimed that the transporatiou of grain 
to the sea by the river, which now 
costs eight or nine cents per busliel, 
would in this way bo reduced to three 
or four cent.s. The risk of accident ! lotw 
from changes in the current of the 
river would thereby bo reduced, and 
the cost of extra insurance saved. The 
area of bottom land.s adapted to the 
production of sugar, cotton, corn and 
rice, which would bo rescued from 
overflow and brought under immediate 
cultivation if the river was coiifiuetl to 
its natural banks is estimated at nearly 
twenty millions of acres. Tlu! main 
ground however, on which the advo- 
cates of the scheme are applying to 
Congress to undertake the work is that 
it will tend to divert the trade between 
the Western States and Europe from 
tho Canadian route to that by the 
Slississippi and Mi.ssouri and New Or- 
leans.

. Speaking of the Chinese article adop- 
ted by the California convention the 
San Vvvmcxaco Bulletin says: "Its woak- 
est spot is that which provides restric- 
tions of various kinds on the ground of 
the ineligibility of these people to citi- 
zenship. These restriction.s are three 
in number : (1) Not to be allowed to 
fish in the inland waters of the State ; 
(2) not to lease or ov,-n real estate ; (.3) 
not to be pormitted to rcinaiu in tlio 
State. But the basis of these proposed 
discriminations is not by any means as 
secure as might be. As a matter of 
fact three Chinamen voted at tlin late 
election in Ferdinand, Florida. One 
Chinaman voted in tlio late election in 
Cincinnati. Several Cliinnmen aro re- 
ported as voting at the same time in 
iSIew York, though no precise facts are | 
given by the press of that city. The i 
present Assistant Minister from China 
to tlie United States is reported by one | 
of his countrymen as having votol at | 
several elections in Connecticut. It j 
will thus bo seen that the ineligibility 
ba.sis of action is not by any moans a 
fi.Ked quantity. As a matter of fact, 
i. BCVoral of the class of persons who aro 
to be prohibited from exercising the 
rights and privileges enumerated by 
reason of their ineli/^ibility to citizen- 
ship, are voting and discharging all the 
functions of citizens in diiieront parts 
of tho country. Tliis un.settled condi- 
tion of things will continue until the 
questions involved aro determined by 
the Supremo Court of the United 
- States. The argument of tho ineligi- 
bility of Chinese to citizenship is based 
.V mainly on the fact that it is expressly 
: stated that nothing in the Burlingaine 
treaty shall be construed as conferring 
the right of naturalization on the Chi- 
,.,,ne8e. But this is n rule laid down oii- 
•■■ ly by the Executi\ o and the Senate. 
The concurrence of the House was 
only given indirectly in sanctioning the 
appropriation which the treaty neces- 
sitated.-- •^'•"Whether a general custom 
: avurrule of the Governnient as respects 
nrauraiization can bo modified in 
; this way is one of the problems 
with which lawyers will have to wrestle. 
But M'hile the ground upon which 
the Convention has erected some of its 
most stringent anti-C'hincsc sections 
may at any moment slij) from under 
them,^tl^egreat,diflioulty of discovering 
• 'a safe and reliable definition must be 
acknowledged. The logical trouble 
consists in discovering a restriction 
that will fit in a system which has 
heretofore been as broad and general 
as mankind itself. These facts aro

Loss of lifo by yellow fever in the 
South this year is estimated at about 
15,000 ])er.soiis,aud of money and trade 
at from .$175,000,000 to .$200,000,000 
— as greai, as the loss from tho 
Chicago fire. These figures aro start 
ling, though they are not probably ex- 
aggerated. It would not seem pos- 
sible that the South, impoverished bv 
war, could i^acri^ice such a sum in three 
months, and not be in much worse con- 
dition than it now is. The fact, and it 
thirteen engines | seems to be a fact, shows that it was 
better off than was generally supposed. 
Every part of the Republic had so 
many resources in its soil, productions 
and people, and is so elastic through 
these, that no amount of calamity can 
long discourage or distress it. The 
yellow fever has had a very unfavor- 
able influence on the general business 
of the country, less by actual injury 
I done than by the shadow cast and the 
I depres.sion caused. But for that, 
i doubtless, the linancial feeling would 
, b ! rauch better everywhere than it is 
i to ilay, and in commercial matters feel- 
I ing is everything. Some pood is apt 
to come out of every evil, if the source 
of evil be diligently investigated. It 
is thought that henceforth quarantine 
regulations will be more thoroughly es- 
tablished than they have over been. 
Apart from death and human suffering, 
negligence is the worst kind of political 
economy. Expenditure of one-twentieth 
part of what the fever has cost might 
have prevented it altogether. — -N. Y.

AOQitA 

TEe'.steamer Colimii, which got in 
yesterday from Panama, brought Mr. 
Oilway, the .second mate of the Georgia 
and Andrew Everson the quartermas- 
ter, and one other officer of that steam- 
er. . From parties who came up on the 
Colima is gleaned a brief story of the 
wrecking of the steamer ' Georgia and 
an account of the operations of thoso 
loft on the scene to save the cargo. 
Tho day after the wreck the labor of tho 
men was directed to getting oil" stores 
and bedding material and to .saving the 
bullion, of which about one-half, or.$35, 
000 worth, was saved before tho pas- 
sengers had left the beach. Afterthcyhad 
gone aboard tho San Salvador the Cajitain 
detailed the second mate, Mr. Everson, 
the quartermaster and a few sailors to 
remain and reclaim what they could. 
Attention was first given to getting 
the balance of tho bullion up out of tho 
bullion locker. This locker was eight 
feet below the main deck, which was 
under water four feet. To recover these 
bars of bullion, each rreighing perhaps 
200 hundred pounds, a white diver was 
employed asthenativesrefusedtoworkat 
any price, but devoted themeselvos to 
hanging about tho wreck and shore, like 
hungry hawks swooping down upon 
any and overy thing that thoy could 
get away with. Tho bullion vault was 
built in tho lower hold about midships, 
and to reach it was necoasary to dive 
through the hatchway and to grope 
along for many feet until a bar was 
reached, around which a ro[ie would be 
slipped, a quick jerk given and the 
bullion haul(;d up. As it was impos- 
.siblo for the diver to remain under 
water for more than a minute, he would 
have to find his way back to the hatch- 
way, an oar being fastened there to in- 
dicate ita location. Fourteen bars of 
bullion and ono box of specie, valued 
at $35,000, and 200 tons of merchan- 
dise were recovered in this manner. It 
being found impossible to protect the 
reclaimed goods from the pilfering of 
tho natives, tho authorities of Puntas 
Arenas were appealed to, who detailed 
six native soldiers as a guard. The 
soldiers were worse than the natives 
themselves and took whatever articles 
pleased their fancy. During oneof the 
raids of the natives on the recovered 
good', one of the quartermasters shot 
one of them in tho leg, after which oc- 
currence they were a little more careful 
to behave themselves. Finding it was 
impossible to get any native help, and 
that the goods were being stolen as fast 
as recovered, the work of salvage was 
abandoned, and the goods already on 
shore were taken in a lighter to Punt- 
a.s Arena.s, and from there per steamer 
San Salvador to Panama, at which 
place they were sold at auction, bring- 
ing some $25,000. The salvage on 
this amount, deducting expenses, will 
be about Sl^OOO. The cargo of tho 
steamer was valued at §000,000, on 
which there was an insurance of $500,- 
000. The baggage of the passengers, 
which had not been taken off by tho 
San Salvador on her first trip, was tak- 
en to Panama and sent up on the regu- 
lar steamer. The wreck was sold at 
auction on October, 27, at Panama, to 
D. McKay of Puntas Arenas, for 
$2,300, which amount was taken out 
of the steamer in two days after the 
buyers had taken possession. While 
not a Uiitive could be induced to work 
for tho mail company, the purchaser, 
being so well known among them, 
could get as many to aid bim as he 
desired. There werfl on board several 
stationary engines, included in the 
manifest. One of these had been gotten 
out before the Colimadeft Puntas Aren- 
as, and it is likely that more of them 
will bo recovered, and in nearly as good 
condition as though they had not been 
submei-ged. There were also 37 bar- 
rels of whisky on board valued nt over 
$3,000, which alone would cover the 
cost of the wreck to the wrecker;?. The 
steamer was at last accounts broken 
in two amidship.s, and split fore and 
aft, but was Still firmly wedged on the 
rocks. An eyewitness of the disaster 
which caused tho loss of the steamer, 
states emphatically that Captain How- 
ard was not drunk that night, but was 
on deck fully five minutes before she 
struck, and seeing what he sujjposed 
was land upon the starboard bow, or- 
dered the helm put hard aport. and 
then called out: "Stop her!" The 
party referred to states that while 
Captain Howard might take a glass of 
wine occasionally, ho was not in any 
sense of the -word a drinking man. Mr. 
Oilway, tho second officer, and Mr. 
Everson' will, howevei', be examined 
before Inspector Freeman, when per- 
haps new light will be thrown on the 
subject. — S. F. Post, Dec. 17.

Eight hundred young women at 
work, all in one room, all looking com- 
fortable, most of them looking pretty, 
earning fair wages at easy worlc — work 
fit for women to do; work at which 
they can sit and rest, and not be weary, 
with, a kitchen at hand and a hot din- 
ner in the middle of the day, with leave 
of absence (without stoppage of pav) 
every year, with a doctor for .sickness, 
and a pension for old age (for the young 
women, as years roll on, will become 
old) with onlj eight hours o£ work, 
never before 8 o'clock in the morning, 
and never after 8 at night, with fcmal?; 
superintendents and the chance of 
rising to be a superintendent open to 
each girl. This is a government office, 
under government surveillance, and all 
this has sprung into existence during 
the last eight years. The general Post- 
Oilice is in St. Martin's-le-Grand, near 
St. Paul's and there aro now two great 
Post-Offices, at the same place, facing 
each other, the elder one having been 
found altogether insufficient for the 
purpose required, although when it 
was first opened, about forty-five years 
ago, it was supposed to bo absurdly 
large for any possible requirements 
which the country.could have for such

Anotliei? Oldest Inlialsitant. 



The "oldest inhabitant" has turnetl 
up once more, this time in New York. 
Very appropriately it is a negro, for 
the negro race is f'ainons for s|)ecinieas 
of longevity. Uncle William Scott, it 
is claimed, has reached the extraordin- 
ary age of 149 years. Uncle William 
does not remember the year he was 
born in, but if his story bo true it is 
sufficient to show that ho has more 
than twice comploted the alloted three 
score years and ten. He states that 
his mother was a i.-v '.voiiiaii luid had 
"twenty-six head" of children, of whom 
he was the fourth. Although he does 
not claim that he "fit, and bled and 
died" in the Revolution, he asserts that 
he Was mixed up in that bloody war, 
having been body servant to Colonel 
Iloskins in the Contiiunital army, and 
afterwards to General Howe on the 
other side, with the latter of whom he 
went to England. He remained in 
General Howe's family service for 
some time, after which lio traveled 
through Europe, Asia and Africa with 
Lord Howe. He says he was, alto- 
gether, thirty-three years away from 
America. Of course he remembers 
George Wtishington, whom, ho avers, 
he often saw at the house in which he 
lived. Uncle William's story is sub- 
stantiated to a great extent by a VLv. 
Snowden Disney, of New York, who is 
himself 77 years of ago; he states that 
he has known Scott as long as ho oan 
remember, that Scott nursed his father 
when a child, and that the latter died 
thirty -five years ago at tho a^e of 76. 
His father always spoke of Scott as a 
man of middle ago when ho first knew 
him. Uncle William isdescribed as being 
a line, intelligent-looking old negro, 5 
feet 1 1 inches in height, well propor- 
tioned and still muscular, witli bushy 
grey beard and linii*. With' regard to 
his health ho thank.s the Lord that ho 
has always been hoiiltliy, but for the 
past fifty years he has been very weak. 
He iias lost all his teeth and complains 
of weakness in hia knees. He seems 
to think (which is not strangi;} il-at i<o 
will not live much longer. Scott's 
story may not be true, but it is thor- 
oughly believed by some of tho resi- 
dents of Gotham. If it is true the he- 
ro of it could aflbrd to slice off a quar- 
ter of a century and then bo able to 
claim that he is the oldest man alive.
